MacIntosh & Seymour Company olf 
Auburn, N. Y., manufacturers oi 
marine Diesel engines, later accept- 
ing a position as igsructor in 
mathematics in the Pennsylvania 
State College, from which institu- 
tion, after one year, he came to 
Franklin. 

Road service representative was 
but a step from laboratory assist- 
ant.in the Franklin organization, 
followed in quick succession by pro- 
motions to experimental engineer, 
quality manager, assistant chief en- 
gineer and chief engineer. 

Mr. Marks took over the reins of

Montreal, June 4.—A new type of | 
gauge for measuring rapid changes 
in pressure such as take place in 
motorcar and airplane engine cylin- 
ders has been developed and was re- 
ported on by H. G. I. Watson, M.

Test Car Efficiency on 
Various Type Road 
Surfaces 


Ames, Ia., June 4.—Experiments 
conducted by T. R. Agg, professor 
of civil engineering at Iowa State 
College, have been completed, giving 
scientific value of the economy of 
operation of an average car at aver- 
age speed over paved roads as com- 
pared with gravel or dirt highways. 

Light, medium and heavy four- 
cylinder and light, medium and 
heavy six-cylinder cars were utilize 
in the expefiments, the “average” 
car being determined from registra- 
tion records in the state. Using $1 
as a basis of comparison for ex- 
pense, gravel and dirt were checked 
at $1.18 and $1.38, respectively, tires 
gasoline, depreciation, oil, main- 
tenance, garage, interest, license and 
insurance costs being figured in the 
operating expense items. Cars on 
tests were kept at a uniform rate 
of speed so far as possible. 

“The most efficient speed varied 
with different cars,” Prof. Agg 
stated, “but virtually all will work 
best traveling between thirty and 
forty miles an hour. If the speed is 
much higher than that, the wind 
resistance becomes an important 
factor.” 

In tests, oil expenditures were the 
same on all types of roads; using $1 
gasoline for basis over a_ certain 
mileage, gravel and dirt costs proved 
out $1.20 and $1.47, and at the same 
ratio tires were $2.22 on gravel and 
$2.90 on dirt, with depreciation 
varying from $1.10 on gravel to $124 
on dirt.
